Brazil 
is larser than the United States. The 
1933-34 crop is expected to total 830,- 
000 bales. The previous five-year av- 


$ crage wns 514,000 bales per year. 


Cotton has been grown in Brazil 


' almost as long as it has been in the 


United Stales. Brazil must have real 
problems or cotton production would 
already have increased 
much more 


than it has. The greatest drawback 
is snid to be in the character of the 
people, who are partly negro, partly 
Indian and partly European. 
They 


farm an average of only 2Vj acres of 
cotton per farmer, and don't like It 
do that because of the 
hoeing and 


picking. They are a hunting and fish- 
ing type and will probably have to be 
replaced by imported farmers if cot- 
ton production is to expand much. 


Brazil is a thinly-settled country it 


no danger of food .shortage as arc In- 
dia and China, but cotton expansion 
must await the clearing of dense hard- 
wood forests as well as- a change ii 
typo of people. It will require vns 
sums of money, probably from outside 
sources, to clear Brazilian lands for 
cultivation.

long period of years is apt to temp 
investors. 


Cost of production is so high that 


there is little imediatc danger of ser- 
ious competition from Brazil. Dur- 
ing the past 12 months, Brazilian cot- 
ton prices have declined more than 
in any oilier important cotton grow- 
ing country. This should tend to lim- 
it further increa.ses. It is also believ- 
ed that the present infestation of pink 
boll worm will help restrict cotton 
production in Ura/.il for considerable 
time. 


American cotton prices brought up 


to parity by the AAA cotton program 
will not be high enough, it is believed 
to offer any great encouragement to 
Brazil to go the limit in cotton pro- 
duction. Should American prices get 
unusually high and remain there for 
a long period of years, Brazilian com- 
petition might seriously increase. The 
AAA cotton plan calls for only sen- 
sible adjustment of supply to demand 
to insure reasonable 
price 
and to 


eliminate the terrific drops In price 
which usually follow twoo big a crop.

"The administration is accused 
ofj 


icing responsible for the downfall off 
he schools," he said. "The governor; 
las no authority over the schools, has! 
nothing to do with imposing or col- 
ecting taxes. The schools now have 
every single source of revenue they 
ever had. 


The lack of money is the sole trou- 


ble with the schools, of course. You 
enow that. There is no use in whip- 
ling the devil around the stump. 


"I suppose I am responsible for the 


fact that evaluation of property has 
dropped a third and that collection of 
taxes has failed off 45 per cent. 


'One difficulty is that tax sales arc 


only a gesture. In all my practice of 
;aw and service on the bench, I have 
never found a valid tax sale. Prop- 
erty taxc? saro a principal source of 
revenue for the schools, and unless 
the taxes are collected, the schools 
will suffer." 


The governor suggested two meth- 


ods of increasing tax collections: Pas- 
sage of a law to make tax sales valid 
and publication of delinquent tax lists, 
which in his opinion, would ncrease 
tax collections by 25 per cent. 


Urges Teachers to Act 


The school problem is primarily a| 


legislative 
problem," " the 
governor 


said. "The school people should take 
the lead in solving it. I had hoped 
this association would, during this 
mcetng, work out a dcfnite plan, bu 
it hasn't been done and I am disap- 
pointed. 


"The Board of Education has no 


plan, and it will never get anywhere 
until it docs have one. Get your 
heads together, with the Board of 
Education and the parent-teacher as- 
sociations, and work out a specific 
plan for collecting more revenue for 
the schools. 


"You must have a united front. I 


have found in talking with educators 
that they are not agreed on what they 


want. I am not dogmatic about the 
educational problem. If you don't like 
my plan, maybe I'll like yours, anc 
we can work together on it. I'll give 
you my support on any reasonable 
and fair program. 


"Many suggestions have been mad 


—sales tax, peari mutucl machines 
gas and elcctrict.ly taxes, etc.—bu 
when you start out in any direction 
you meet opposition. 


Revision Needed 


"The system of education in thi 


state ought to be changed,' 'the gov 
ernor declared. "There should be n< 
attempt to have a high school when 
it is not economically sound to have 
one, and you teachers know when 
that is true, 


"We ought to have six-month, state- 


supported schools to the eighth grade. 
We cannot hope to do more now. We 
must face the facts. Let the high 
schools be supported by local taxes 
in districts that can afford them and 
give every rural child an opportunity 
to go to school for six months and 
through the eighth grade. That is not 
done now in Arkansas and has never 
been done. 


"Another thing. We have too much 


duplication in our higher institutions. 
The work done in the four agricul- 
tural and mechanical colleges should 
not be duplicated in the university. 


"The legislature meets next Janu- 


ary. Now is the time for action. It 
is cowardlly to say I am responsible 
for the condition of the schools when 
you know it is not true. It doesn't do 
any good to go with scurrilous abuse 
of me in the newspapers. 


'Let's co-operate, and do something 


substantial. The school people must 
do something. The government 
is 


helping you, but don't depend on 
that. That is really relief work. 


"Don't deal in generalities. Give us 


a plan. Don't talk all around things. 
Let the Board of Education, which 
has the authority over the schools and 
which is elected by the people, take 
the lead and show the legislature the 
way."

PARIS, France — (7P) — The new 


French government investigated Sat- 
urday a fresh financial scandal, rem- 
iniscent of the notorious Stavisky af- 
fair which toppled cavincts. 


The finance ministry Saturday ord- 


ered an inquiry into 
the 
charges 


brought against Charles Levy and his 
cousin, Joseph Levy. 


They are accused of floating sev- 


eral hundred million francs' worth of 
bonds and juggling their 
accounts 


through a network of firms. 


Like StavLsky Affair 


PARIS, France.—(/P)—Revelations of 


an aleged financial swindle of vast 
proportions, involving the juggling 
of millions of francs through a com- 
plex network of companies were made 
by police after* the arrest of Joseph 
Levy Friday. 


Police struck at the avtivities of 


Levy, and his cousin, Charles Levy, 
Thursday night and Friday made a 
search of their offices. 


The case broke the day Gaston Dou- 


merguc stepped out as premier of 
France, and Pierre Etienne Flandin 
became head of the government. 


The Levys, charged with abuse of 


confidence, floated several hundreds 
of millions of francs worth of bonds 
for a network of companies. Several 
men high in the government were on 
the drectorates of some of the firms. 


It was charged by the police that 


(he government paid 1.900,000 francs 
to one of the Levy companies to be 
passed on by 
it 
to 
manufacturers 


whose plants were damaged in the 
war. 
The manufacturers, the charges 


continued, did not receive the money. 


The new premier, who realized that 


the Stavisky scandal almost brought 
on a revolution, has urged the press 
(o watch tlie new case. 


PHOENIX, Ariz.— (/P) -Gov. B. 


B. Moeur Saturday declared mar- 
tial law along the Colorado river 
on the Arizona side of the Parker 
division dam site. His action grew 
out of the building of a temporary 
bridge across the river which the 
governor said is a direct encroach- 
ment on Arizona's rights.

that no increase in the state tax rate 
would be necessary to meet the ob- 
ligations of the State Agricultural 
Credit Board was expressed Saturday 
by State Comptroller Griffin Smith, 
following an audit of the board's 
books. 


The survey of the credit board's 


jooks was undertaken after the state 
auditor earlier this week certified a 
%-mill increase in the state tax levy 
to bring the total levy to 9.2 mills as 
a means of guaranteeing interest ano* 
principal payments on Agricultural 
Credit Board bonds. 


Morq than $10,000,000 in loans was 


obtained by Arkansas farmers as a 
result of tho>-f(Mstf/tiyj >af >the-state 
board. Governor Futrell is ex-officio 
chairman, and Jay H. Myers of Wal- 
nut Ridge is secretary.

not adopt a resolution asking that the 
levy be withheld, the auditor asked 
an opinion from the attorney general's 
office.

'You have no discretion in the mat- 


ter as the tax is specifically levied by 
the statute aforesaid. Particularly is 
this true in the absence of any action 
by the state Agricultural Credit Board 
advising that the levy will not be 
needed."

LITTLE ROCK—The first check on 


the Baby Census cards from Hemp- 
stead county shows that 329 have been 
received as the time limit for the 
first Arkansas ''Register Your Baby" 
campaign draws to a close. The Fed- 
eral Bureau of the Census estimates 
that the birth rate for Arkansas is 53 
per thousand population. 


Hempstead county, according to the 


1930 census, showed a population of 
30,847. On this basis 678 babies should 
have been born in this county during- 
the past year. The cards returned thus 
indicate that a report 49 per cent ef- 
ficient has been received. 


"Of course such a return is gratify- 


ing," said Dr. W. B. Grayson, State 
Health Officer and director of)the 
baby registration campaign which has 
been carried on for the past six weeks 
as a joint project of the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics of the State Board of 
Health, the Federal Bureau of the 
Census and the Arkansas Emergency- 
Relief Administration. "However, we 
know that there are many babies in 
the state whose births have not been 
reported and to make the campaign 
a success all of them should be re- 
ported," 
Dr. 
Grayson 
continued. 


"There is still time for parents to re- 
port babies born in the past year. They 
| may obtain a census card from the 
Relief Officer in thia territory, from 
the local Postmaster, or direct from' 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics in Lit- 
tle Rock."

between 15 and 
20 thousand cards 


have been received 
from 
Arkansas 


families reporting babies born in the 
past year. There is an estimated birth 
rate in the state of approximately 36,- 
000 a year, and the check should be 
much better than is possible by pres- 
ent returns. The FERA clerks on ex- 
tra duty with the bureau of Vital Sta- 
tistics are now checking against pres- 
ent records, and are anxious that 
every baby born in the state in the 
past year is properly registered.
